into ICA curriculum 


Mathematics was only one subject which enabled 
students to have a well-balanced course of studies. 
Whether preparing for college or planning for the 
life of a future homemaker, principles and concepts 
were equally important. 

Different levels of study allowed each girl to find 
a mathematical course that best suited her needs 
and abilities. Beginning with the basic principles 
of General Math or Algebra |, students obtained 
background for possible continuance of learning in 
that field.

Science provided the ICA girl with many chances 
for discovery and exploration. Physical education 
supplemented Health classes which introduced girls 
to medical and practical knowledge of the body. In 
Health class, students learned which muscles ached 
after strenuous games of softball, volleyball, gym- 
nastics or archery in Physical Education class.

Interest in the various phases of Social Studies 
became evident during the 1969-'70 school year. 
As a special World History assignment, students 
assumed the identity of a favorite historical figure 
in designing original Christmas cards which were 
placed on display for the entire school to view.
